Now that the war has reached the Etage 
that the U. S. government la urging states, 
counties and cities to start laying plana lor 
post-war employment and development to 
avoid another serious depression, the Idaho 
Btnto Reclamation association has ROod rea- 
son to nnticlpate a major role In that com- 
bined effort. 

It Is doubtful If tiny other l^'ld of endeavor 
offers greater opportunity for a program of 
constructive project^a after the war, and the 
need for reclamation work In Itself Is some- 
thing Idaho must keep foremost In mind. 

Of the 2,300,000 Irrigated acres In Idaho, 
more than 50 per cent of such land Is In 
need of supplemental water. Although some 
progress Is being made toward a solution of 
this problem. It nevertheless Is a sorloiis sit- 
uation. 

In addition to the need for supplemental 
water on land already under Irrigation, Idaho 
has many thousands of acres of rich, fertile 
flagDlirusli land yet unreclaimed and millions 
of acre Teet ot water going to waste annually. 

That was a point stressed In Twin Falls 
by Lars Carlson of Seattle, northwest Pacific 
regional manaRcr for the Committee ot 
Economic Development. 

After the war. said Carlson, no section of 
the United States will havo opportunities 
comparable to those that will open up to the 
Pacific northwest. Not only will there bo new , 
production opportunities for both agriculture 
and Industry, but there will be the oppor- 
tunity for vast new areas of highly produc- 
tive land being brought under Irrigation. 

For nil these reasons. It Is quite po.-jslbic 
tlmt this year's annual meeting of the Idaho 
State Reclamation association, to be held in 
Twin Falls May 12 and 13, will be the mo.st 
Important in the history of the organization, 
Ifa fortunate for Idaho that this state's 
reclamation association is the moat active 
and best orEanlzod In the entire groiip of 17 
western states affiliated with the National 
Reclamation association. During the post- 
war period. Its nccomplLshments should mpan 
much for Idaho's benefit.
